This wood, printed in black, was issued by Mr. Ed Hunter of Mt. Lehman, B. C. 
Earlier this year, Mr. Hunter ordered 1000 Silvan Dollars from a U. 5. wooden 
money manufacturer, for his tree farm customers. He intended to give them out 
to customers this coming Christmas "just for fun, and so that they could get 
$1 off their tree when they returned for their 1981 tree." But, according to 
Mr. Hunter, "when I'd gone through the whole thing - planning, ordering, 
shipping, duty, exchange, etc., the whole order was INCORRECTLY PRINTED! As I 
run a tree farm and nursery, I wanted silvan dollars, of course - and anyone can 
see they are not silver (sliver maybe, but not silver)." The whole order was 
redone correctly and Mr. Hunter was advised by the printer to keep the misprints 
and use them as he wished. He has sent us a donation of 200 of the misprints 
to give out to C.A.W.M.C. members. He states, "Silvan means ‘of wood' or ‘of 
trees'. As we grow and sell trees, the word silvan seems appropriate." He 
will send one of the silvan dollars to anyone sending him a SASE and two 17¢ 
stamvs, or he will send a pair (one "silvan dollar"and one "silver dollar")
